500,000 cubic feet of space under at- 
mospheric pressure. Steam can be 
made to occupy only about 1,700 times 
the space of the water from which it 
is produced under atmospheric pres- 
sure, and under the same pressure 
tho constituent gases of which water 
is formed occupy a very much less 
proportional space. This, assertion 
relative to the Kecly vapor widely dis- 
tinguishes it from any gas or vapor 
which has hitherto boon mado tho sub- 
ject of investigation by scientists.

In the first place the gun mot- 
il has been subjected lo severe ham- 
meriug in order to malco its siti faco 
more compact. Next, the entire cast- 
ing is being coiitcd on tho insiile with 
copper by tho ordinary oleitlrical pro- 
cess. Cop])er is said to bo tho Lest of 
all cheap metals to resist the permea- 
tion of gases and vapors.

Tlu)S(^ 
persons aVo for the most part eiitively 
utiactpiainled with tlu! inventor or the 
men who aro iiiunii!^ing the company, 
and have no other grounds for their 
faith than the 8i)lendid pictures which 
the alleged invention has conjured up 
in their own l)rains. 

Mr. Kcoly and iiis friends have al-

Jury Law Beform Needed* 

The auoient institu^bjl^ of trial by 
jury— in force in England, sis asserted by 
Sir Matthew Hale, before the Conquest— 
needs considerable reform in this Pro- 

vinco nt tho present time. Of tho uooos- 
sity of nitniniug this iniportaut nppoiul- 
agfl to a tlourt of Jtiatice no ono will 
deny. It is one of tho buhvnrkH of tLo 
liberty of Eugliahmoii. Uuce estublish 
that a man cau bo tried by a jiulgo aud 
found guilty without the assent of his 
poors, and gradually wo will beconio an 
enslaved pooplo; l)ut pio.snrvo tho right 
of trial by jury and no man can be crush- 
ed vvithout juMt cause. It will Im soon 
that under our sy^toui the piioplo take 
part in tho admiiiislrution of tht< law us 
■well as in niakiag it. It is made by their 
representatives in l^arliamout aud it is 
Afterwards enforced by thorn as jurors. 
In this way uo unpalatftble or harsh law 
can over Uu ouforeed. A juror will in 
such case acquit; aud when no trial at 
law can tike plaoe v.'ithout a jury how 
lunch it elevates tho juror into a judge 
aud makes him a part of the Court itself 
for the time'being, bringing to tho oluci- 
dat'OU of the ease fresh from tho people 
twelve men acqnaintod witli the allairs of 
life and who, after giving their verdict, 
are relegated to the masses again to be 
followed by another pnuel at the ne;:t 
Court, and so on. It is char- 
aotariotic of tho llouian juri.sp.r,- 
denco, and practice generally now m 
those countries which framed their law 
upon that of the Komanv, that the judges 
Tvere judges of fact as well as law, and 
as the practice of the Court of Chancery 
was moulded by tho early ChnncellorB 
who wore churchmen and civilians, tlioy 
naturally introduced the j)ra(aieM of 
the Civil law; huneo in Cliancery 
thero is no jury. During t!ie 
time of Lord Mansliold au ell'ort was 
made to belittle the powers of the jury 
in prosecution for libel by simply limit- 
ing their functions to saying whether 
or uot the defendant published tho libel, 
leaving the question of libol or no libel 
to tho determiufttiou of tho Court; but 
tho people of England would not nubmit I 
to this cramping, the powers of jurors 
and enacted that tho jury should pass j 
upon tho question of libel or uo libel as 
well as of publication. Wo say, hold fast 
to the practice of the Common Law aud 
preserve the jury system; but as tho life ! 
and liberty of every man accused of 
a crime as well as tho iiuestion of a riglit 
to recover or succes^•fully defend oneself 
depends Bo much upon tho jury passing j 
upon the fact, it is indispeu.sablo that | 
proper means be taken to have a fair and , 
impartial selection made, and as tho , 
duties of a juror are onerous ijroviaion 
should also be made so that the hunleii 
should fall ujjoii all 0(iualiy. As thu law- 
is administered in this Province tho 
8htrifl" summons whosoever he pleases, j 
aud from the persons so summoned the j 
jury is taken, subject, of course, to the 
right of challenge to a limited extent as 
hereinafter mentioned. Now, there is a | 
manifest objection to this practice, as it 
in the power of a Sheriff, if ho has any 
feeling in the case, to summon a jury 
holding his views, and in sucli a case it 
goes hard with tho suitor holding op- 
posite views. He has not then an 
impartial jury, but a jury of op- 
ponents. We do uot for a moment say 
our worthy SherilV would stoop to any- 
thing we have mentioned; but Sheriffs are 
men with prejudices and peculiarities 
like other men, aud it is matter of histo- 
ry that in other countries juries have at 
times been packed to secure ecjuvict ions. 
To remedy this evil in Ontario the old 
law (same as ours) was changed by j"\Ir. 
Baldwin about the year l^.'O, and tlin 
whole power of the Sheriff in rosp( ct to 
selecting men was taken away auil jilaecid 
in the hands of municMpid ollicnrH, who 
ftuini.dly from tlica.'^Kessmeiit roll.s of tlieir 
rospoctivQ municipalities select by ballot 
the grand and petty jurors. Theiruames are 
sent to tho Clork of the Peace, as thero is 
another ballot by the County Judgo with 
other ollicials for all the names returned 
of panels of jurors for the current year. 
The SiieritT receives a jHiyment froiu I lie 
Jiulgo and summons the jurors ballotetl, 
the panel of grand jurors being u.snally 
24 and of ]iotty jurors -IS. At the trial 
the jury of twelve are again balloted from 
the 4.8, and in case after all this obnox 
iouB men should bo dnnvn each party has 
in civil cases tho right peremptorily to 
niiallengo throe. In misdemeanors the 
defeiitiaiit can also challenge three, and 
in felonies, if not capital, fwelvi\ and if 
ca])ital, twenty. We see from tlic above 
that tho people of (Jntario have ns far as 
jiossiblo provided for an imjiartial jury. 
How different h(M-o. The Sherifl' puts 
upon tho panel whom he pleases, as there 
is no peremptory challenge of any of 
them in a civil case, that is no challenge 
without showing your canse, which is 
always difTiculf, as simply a feeling 
agoiuKt a parly or predelict ion in favor of 
a p'.ufy is not snllicieut In warrant the re- 
moval of a j ury for cause. Let us then 
have oiir jurors, who jniss upon lln' most 
important intoresta of.life, selected as fair- 
ly as in Ontario;ttml let the right of serv 
ing as jurors also fall upon nil equally 
and not leave it in ihe power ol tho riher- 
iirif ho should bo (lisposed, to snm- 
luoii tho same men year after year. We 
may, and undouljtedly in timo will have 
Hoiuo long trials, altliough wo trust not 
as long as the Beochor-Tilton or thoTich- 
borno trials; but they will be snfflciently 
long to tell heavily on tho pockets of our 
pooplo whoso timo is mon(!y. Let tlie 
burden by legishition ho cast ii|ion all 
equally. The Attorney I ioiieral has only 
to look at the Ontario Sl;itut(< lUid lind a 
model for a bill whirh ho can alter to 
suit tho ciroumatances of tho I'rovinco. 
Then let him be up and doing, and let us 
see this reform spread out in the statute 
l)ook, HO that ho can hereafter look on tho 
bulky volume and say these statutes were 
created in my timo.

LAST WIGHTS DISPATCHES. 

California. 

SA>f FiiAN-Qisoo, Aug. 27 — Tho excite- 
ment seouis to bo subsiding ; tho crowds 
on California street is much leas now 
than at tho opening of business this 
morning. The run on the London and 
San Francisco bank ceased with a largo 
surplus remaining in tho vaults. There 
was a slight run ou tho Anglo-California 
bauk at the opening, but it soon subsid- 
ed. Tho First National 15auk reports 
everything quiat; the saiuo may bo said 
of tho Bank of British Columbia aud tho 
Pacific and Commercial Banks. Private 
banks all report no exoitemwiitand thiuga 
going on us usual. All city banks are 
considered souM except tho Bank of 
California. Ealston nays nothing this 
morning in aildition to the statement 
of yesterday . IMany minors aio ciin ent 
as to tho condition of the Bank of C!ali- 
I'ornia; one statement, apparently ou 
good authority, is that the liank will pay 
depositors in full ond CO per cent, to 
stockholders. On the other hand a pro- 
minent stockholder states that the ut- 
most tho bank can do will bo to siitisfy 
depositors, ond scarccdy that. There has 
been a little rush on the lliborni.ui Sav- 
ings Bank and the demands were prompt- 
ly met. Genorally speaking, confidence 
is rtiturnin,'; and it is believed the worst 
is over. Hut little uneasinoss is felt as 
to tho allairs of either the National OoUl 
Bank and Trust Company or the Mer- 
chants Exchange Hank.

Thibhbt Obbek, July 29, 1875. 
The sail down from Deaso Greek to the 
landing hero is done in about two hours. 
Tho distance from tlie landing to Thibort's 
cabin, or castle, is about a mile and a 
half, and can be walked in 20 minutes, 
unless you happen to be a jolly good 
hearted fellow, whose limbs hare to carry 
over 300 Iba. of bone and flesh, as tho un- 
derstandings of one of our party had to 
do, thon the mile and a-half leugthens 
out considerably and tho time is increas- 
ed from 20 minutes to one hour and fifty- 
five seconds. Howovor, when you come 
to or "strike," as we sny, the first miner s 
shanty on tho crook yon do not mark 
time particularly, for you do not irnHit 
men whose hearts aro entirely sot on gold. 
Not a man have I met on this creek who 
did not seem to me better sailed for 
quiet homo happiness than for what is 
usually sujiposod to bo tho wild, rough 
life of the miner in tho gulehoB and can- 
yons of the barren desert mountains of 
tho Arctic portions of our globe. 

Thibort was the discoverer of this creek, 
and it would seem to me that kindred 
spirits gathered round him, for ho and 
every man I met on the creek are gentle- 
manly and hosi)itablo. There is no ros- 
taurant on tho crook. I had invitations 
from sovsral of the minors to dine with 
them, but having boon down from Deaso 
Crook with Mr. Ttiibert I accepted his 
kindueas and had a first rate dinner, cook- 
ed by his own hands; Mr. Harris and 
young Mr. Qerke were guesta also, and 
we felt as. well satisfied as millionaires 
oould after dining on the luxuries of this 
world. 

I was present at a wash-up from Thi- 
bert s claim and saw, what I never saw 
before, 40 07.. of gold taken out of holes 
by a stout, stern looking man with a torn 
coat and rod shn-t, who eyed the precious 
stuff with the look of a philosopher or 
one who thought with Burns that it was 
was only necessary to insure the indo- 
pendenco of man. The 45 ozs. was tak- 
en out by SIX men iu three days. Reed's 
claim paid a still larger sum in tho same 
time. It is worked by tho same number 
of men. 

There are two stores — Wright A Nel- 
son's and Thibert & Gorke'B. Good li- 
quors ore sold in both places. There is a 
saloon kept by Sam Aldor. For throo 
days I remained hero and did not see u 
man whom you could say had been 
drinking. There was none of the loud 
swagger that tho fortunate miner puts on 
about a single man I saw on this creek. 
There was no dance-house either for revel 
or debauchery. 

Our Government soom to neglect their 
duty to tho miners of this district. The 
revonuQ from these parts must be a very 
largo sum, still tho miners are obliged, as 
they havo been along this creek, to make 
a trail to bring their ijrovisions to their 
claims. At Dease Greek the minsra col- 
lected among themselves over 8300 and 
found soino difliculty iu getting an equal 
sum from the (jovorumont to mako a trail 
live or six miles along the creek. Mining 
is carried on for twelve or fourteen miles 
up this creek, and I think men opening 
up the resources of tho Province ought 
to liavQ a trail at the public expense. 

The fallowing claims aro jiaying well: 
Tho Davis Co., the Collins Ciaim (pays 
rich), the Discovery pays well, aud a hill 
claim, close to tho Discovery, is doing 
first rate, but would do njuch better only 
some parts of it are still frozen solid; tho 
Elliott, the (Cameron Bros., Hugo Drake 
and McKenzio. the French claim, and 
the Moore, which is very close to De- 
loiro Greek, all aro doing pretty well. 
The "Lone Star," belonging to Myers and 
others, o bench claim, is thought to bo 
very rich. The Ilalpli claim pays, i 
think, as well as any claim on tho orcek. 
There is less oxijonse attending the work- 
ing of it tliau any other ulaiin. 

I should say tiieru aro over three hun- 
dred men on this creek and the tributar- 
ies. Tours,

Tho goods are s(>lliiig at very 
fair jirices, aud the miiiorH aro very 
friendly to every Ntrans;(M' who visits 
th(uu, so if you loavo Victoria go to Thi- 
bert Greek and you will see a happy set of 
miners and pleuty to oat and drink. 
There are about 135 men on the creek all

Editor Colonist. ^In Iho latter 
part of Juno a petition was circulatod 
in Suanich district, und numerously 
signed by farmers iu geuoral, rosnoct- 
fully roque.sting tho Chief Commis- 
sioner to repair a certain portion of 
tho East Saanich road botwoon Afr. 
Lewis' farm and Simpson's liotol. 
Tho jiotition was prosontod to the 
hon. gentleman by a deputation ap- 
pointed for the purpose, who very 
clearly gave a detailed account of the 
wretched state of the road. However 
it soems that but little assurance was 
was given that any work would be 
done on the road thi.s year, or proba- 
bly any othor year, if ho (Mr. Boa- 
ven) remained in oftice. I might add 
for the sake of curiosity that tho peti- 
tion was most humbly framed, for we 
woll know that tho chief iikes Inimili. 
ty. The portion of tho road moutioii- 
ed is the remnant of a sleigh road 
made as far back as 18G0 and 01. This 
will account for tho arrival of a far- 
mers team in Victoria with a load of 
ten hundred pounds in winter instead 
of twonty-livo hundred. What think 
you, Mr. Editor, of the "progressivo 
Government," as the "Standard" 
styles it, that cannot boast of a goo?! 
road 10 inilos in length to Saanich, 
one of the mosi advanced agricultural 
districts on the Island, while iioarlv 
two hundred thousand dollars is be- 
ing squandered along tho banks of 
navigable rivers? If Mr. Beaven ig- 
nores the rights of members of this 
district, aud presumes to act as a sub- 
stitute, bo should do tho correct thing 
and allow Saanich ono-third of the 
petty 16,500 for her roads, instead of 
sinking the few dollars in one favored 
jjart of Victoria District while Saanich 
lungiiislies for tho want of roads. Tho 
ploa that Saanich is in opiiosilion to 
tho Crovernment inoro than any other 
part of Victoria District must be 
wrong, for how is that known when 
the voting is by ballot ? But I for- 
got; the secrets of the ballot-box can 
bo divulged like anything else. 
Should Saanich bo in opposition to 
the Oovernmout, Mr. Boaven should 
make it his policy to respect hor all 
tho more, and he should recollect that 
opposition is necessary for the good 
and just Covornment of any country. 
If tho (iovGrnment had adopted a 
fostering policy towards the toiling 
agriculturists of this Province, things 
might have been different with them, 
for agriculture, to use a favorite De- 
Cosraopolitan expression, (in by gone 
election times) constitutes the real 
bone and siuow of any country, and 
lays the foundation for future pros- 
perity. It is useless now to mention 
what could have been done for wo 
have boon favored with two Cabinet 
Ministers, members of agricultural 
districts at that, who havo done as 
little towards promoting tlio interests 
of agriculture as two sucking doves. 

The "Standard"' of last week con- 
tained a paragraph stating that the 
Saanich road waa iu a bad state, and 
that graveling would bo done. The 
information may bo new to the "Stan- 
dard," but farmers along this line well 
know that where they cannot find mud 
and roots they can surely find 
Nicholson's boulders. My advice to 
Mr. Boavon is not to gravel that little 
piece of road near town this year, for 
I havo no doubt farmers would wil- 
lingly put up with it for another win- 
ter in order that our little statesman 
might havo sufTicient funds to pay for 
rope, socks, liniment aud horse-foed 
whilst on his way to Cariboo next 
month. In conclusion, Mr. Editor, 
I must say that in my opinion tho 
policy of Mr. Beaven is' a prejudiced 
one, too prejudiced to adow him tore- 
main long in the Lands Si. Works, and 
ho has shown his prejudice by his un- 
relenting manner towards the district. 
He, no doubt, Ukes the salary ho 
draws: but he is certainly not tho man 
for the position he now holds, and the 
sooner Ijo is elocted to resume his 
business of sticking hats on Govoru- 
ment street, the better it will bo for 
Saamcii.
